Kuchel, Utt Assist 


Former Don Student

Senator Thomas H. Kuchel in 
a special message to El Don 
from his Washington office, as- 
sured the students of SAC that 
he was doing everything possible 
to help the two Orange County 
students imprisoned in East Ger- 
many. 

Senator Kuchel’s secretary in- 
formed El Don that the Senator 
has mct with Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk on seyeral occasions 
in order to keep informed on new 
developments in the case. 


A phone call was received 
from Congressman Utt’s Orange 
County office yesterday inform- 
ing SAC students that he too has 
followed the case closely and is 
doing everything in his power to 
aid Gilbert Ferrey, former SAC 
student and his Tustin friend 
Vietor Pankey. 


Utt did divulge the fact that 
the U.S. Am or to Russia 
Llewellyn E. Thompson was rep- 
resenting the U.S. in all negoti- 
ations with the East Germans, as 
the U.S. does not recognize East 
Germany. 

Ferrey and Pankey are curr- 
ently serving a six year prison 
term in East Germany for al- 
legdly trying to smuggle an East 
German gir! into free Berlin. 

This past week the wire ser- 
vices carried the news that the 
parents of the two boys were ad- 
mitted into East Berlin to talk 
with their sons, the first time 
since their arrest in early Sep- 
tember.

Sumner Urges Increase 
In Assemblymen’s Pay 


California should increase the 
pay of its Assemblymen in order 
to attract a higher caliber of 
man, says Bruce Sumner, Orange 
County Assemblyman from New- 
port Beach. : 

Speaking at a closed meeting

Sumner urged those attending 
to maintain an active interest in 
Government.

Started in 1956 

Through his activity in the 
Republican party, Sumner was 
started on a political career in 
1956 when he received the Re- 
publican nomination for State 
Assemblyman. : 

Sumner gave the highlights of 
the much publicized Re-Appor- 
tionment Bill. According to 


California Law, every ten years 
shall 


the Legislature redistrict 


Assembly districts according to 
the census of that year. If the 
Legislature does not take the 
initiative in the re-apportion- 
ment, then a special committee is 
appointed to do the re-district- 
ing for the legislators. 

As a result of the new redis- 
tricting, Orange County is en- 
titled to 3.58 Assemblymen, 
which would mean two additional 
Assemblymen for this area. 

John Gardell, chairman of 
the meeting, announced that 
this program is one of a series to 
bring timely issues before the 
inembership of the Kiwanis-spon- 
sored SAC service club.

Council Puts Teeth 
Into P ublicity Rules

Council action taken this 
week will affect all clubs 
and future campaigners. 

Recommendations of. a 
special committee created 
to revise campus publicity 
regulations were adopted. 

The recommendations of- 
fered by the committee 
were basically those pre- 
sented by Publicity Commission- 
er Christine McNeil two weeks 
ago. 

New portions of the regulat- 
ions stipulate the following: 
handbills must not be larger than 
8x11 inches or smaller than 3x56 
inches; any publicity causing 
damage to school property (in 
the opinion of the publicity com- 
missioner) is prohibited; no per- 
sonal publicity is permitted in 
classrooms; all publicity must be 
removed immediately after the 
event; and—a final regulation to 
put teeth into the enforcement of 
the rules—any person violating 
the regulations is subject to be 
called before the SFRB, in addit- 
ion to being responsible for any 
damages. 

Thus the prediction of ‘‘Coun- 
cil Comments,” that the original 
proposals would be defeated, did 
not come to pass. We salute the 
Council for strengthening the 
publicity regulations.

Other happenings at the 
crowded meeting included’ the
